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FORD FINDS PROFITS - 
IN REDUCED GARBAGE 


DETROIT, Mich., May 5.—Henry 
Ford’s experiments with the reduc- 
tion of garbage to commercial by- 
produets has advanced to a stage 
which encourages those. engaged in 
the work to believe he soon may be in 
the market for all of the garbage of 
greater Detroit. 

The experiments, which have been 
conducted for a month, were dis- 
cussed on April 30 by an official of the 
Ford Motor Company. A special re- 
tort plant built by Mr. Ford, has con- 
sumed a ton and a half of garbage 
from Dearborn daily, he said, 

The result has been production of 
commercial quantities of ethyl alco- 
hol, methyl alcohol, benzol, and from 
each ton of garbage, in addition, twc 
gallons of light oil, eight gallons of 
tar, gas which was used for heating 
the retorts, and a considerable residuc 
believed to be of value as a fertilizer 

The experiments will be continuec 
for two months more before the ful’ 
results of the experiment are known 
it was said. 

Mr. Ford has been using the gar- 
bage of London Eng., in his plant 
there for some time.

AUTOMOBILE PRODUCTION 
INCREASES IN ENGLAND 


The Society of Motor Manufactur- 
ers and Traders reports a consider- 
able increase in the production of mo- 
tor vehicles in England during 1929.
